With joining the flounce to the skirt, 
all that necessary is to slip the 
gathers under the tuck that you have 
made in the skirt for that purpose and 
stitch the edge of it over them. When 
putting the embroidery on at the bot- 
tom of the flounce, first pin it evenly| 
along the raw edge below the tuck at 
the bottom of the flounce, with the 
wrong side of the embroidery to the 
wrong side of the flounce and letting 
the two raw edges come quite evenly 
together, and stitch them three ejghths 
of an inch from the edge. Then draw- 
ing the embroidery down, slip the raw 
edges up under the tuck, basting. the 
latter over them and stitching it as 
near the edge as possible.

MEXICO CITY—Gen. Felix Diaz, who 
led the revolt that resulted in the over- 
throw of the Madero government and 
the election by the Mexican Congress 
Wednesday night of Victoriano Huerta 
as provisional President, issued a state- 
ment today declaring that foreigners and 
their property would have full protection 
during the period of reconstruction in 


this country. 
The statement follows: 


“All factions and classes will now 


unite for the reestablishment of peace, 


order and progress in Mexico. I believe 
that the government is now entering an 
era of peace and progress. The defi- 
ciencies of the Madero government have 
created great difficulties, but the first 
steps will be toward bringing about or- 
ganization in the administration of pub- 
lic offices and the government will soon 
be established upon a normal basis. 

“As I have repeatedly stated, I have 
no personal ambition. I am content with 
the overthrow of the Madero government 
and shall lend my aid to the new admin- 
istration. Every precaution will be taken 
to safeguurd foreigners and their prop- 
erty.” 

It is said that the following cabinet 
will serve with President Huerta: 
Foreign minister, Francisco 

Barra. 

War minister, Gen. Manuel Mondragon. 

Finance minister, Carlos G. de Cosio. 

Minister of fomento, Albert Gil.

Minister of justice, Rodolfo Reyes. 

Minister of public instruction, Jorge 
Vera Estanol. 

Minister of communications, David de 
la Fuente. 

The execution of former President 
Francisco I, Madero was predicted here 
today. Feeling against him is strong 
and it was believed an effort would be 
made to sentence him for the alleged 
killing of Colonel Riveroll when the lat- 
ter attempted to arrest him and the 
members of his cabinet. 

Officials of the new provisional govern- 
ment are understood to be particularly 
opposed to Madero, especially since Gen- 
eral Huerta, the provisional President. 
issued a statement in which he accused 
the Madero family of two attacks on 
him during the revolt. 

It was said early last evening that 
Madero and his family would be exiled, 
but later it was decided to hold him 
in the Riveroll case. 


Three Leaders in an Hour 


Feb. 19 will be remembered as the date 
on which Mexico had within an hour 
three Presidents. One Francisco I. Madero, 
had been deposed, but he legally retained 
his title until the resignation of himself 
and Jose Pino Suarez as vice-president. 

After these resignations had been ac- 
cepted, Pedro Lascurain, as minister ot 
foreign affairs, was called by Congress 
to succeed the retiring executive, and 26 
minutes later he was succeeded by Gen- 
eral Huerta, whom he had appointed min- 
| ister of the interior, thus making a reg- 
ular succession and enabling Congress to 
name Huerta as provisional President. 

General Huerta took the oath of office 
at 11:25 Wednesday night. 

It had been agreed by Diaz and Huerta 
that Huerta should have the presidency, 
and signed promises of a sufficient num- 
ber of the members of Congress had been 
obtained to insure the success of the plan.

FOR GOVERNMENT |S 


MA GARDNER'S AIM 


Massachusetts Representative 
Proposing 
Properly to Care for Tons 
of Accumulated Records 


Prepares, Bill 


WASHINGTON With tons upon tons 
of vafuable government documents and 
records stacked in cellars and garrets 


about the capital city, Representative 
Gardner of Massachusetts is preparing 
a measure providing for the erection of 
a public archives building for the filing 
and storage of government papers from 
all the departments. Mr. Gardner expects 
to present it in the House in the next 
session of Congress. 

There never hat..been adequate 
visions for the filing of government pa- 
pers in Washington and the present quar- 
ters used for this purpose, closets, cel- 
lars, attics and hallways are so crowded 
as t“ be almost inaccessible and afford 
little protection from conditions tuat are 
gradually working havoe with the pa- 
pers. 

On the top floor of the treasury build- 
in alone there are millions of such 
documents stacked from floor to roof. 
There are no windows, no skylights and 
the only approach is by a narrow stair- 
way hardly more than two feet wide. 
It is necessary for a clerk seeking for 
a valuable document to arm himself 
with a lantern and plunge into the midst 
of this tremendous mass of papers as 
he can, while claims against the gov- 
ernment fcr thousands of dollars may 
be awaiting his efforts. 

In the postoflice building and the war 
department the same conditious prevail. 
It is said that the loss to the govern- 
ment of the vouchers of the war depart- 
ment would run into millions of dol- 
lars, and that the claims against it 
could hardly be met if any considerable 
portion of the papers representing its 
expenditures should be destroyed, dating 
back, as they do, to the establishment 
of the government. 

The importance of keeping such papers 
is being continually shown. About two 
years a claim for $136.000 was pre- 
sented in Washington, involving expendi- 
tures that occurred before 1820. Through 
referring to the records it was possible 
to show that the claim had been paid. 
Another illustration of the need of car— 
ing for the files was a recen“ claim upon 
a contract with the government that had 
to do with the furnishing of arms and 
ammunition between 1790 and 1814. The 
records proved that this claim, too, had 
been paid. 

Another argument in favor of a proper 
building for the care of government pa- 
pers is found in the ravid deterioration of 
the older 
surroundings and care. The 
Vinder building in Washington is being 
used at for the storage 
civil War records.

The land office 
requires for its work over 20,000,000 in- 
dividual files. 

The United States is said to be the 
only country in the world that does not 
make some provision for its government 
documents. The provisions made by the 
European countries vary. Some are very 
good; others not so good; but in all civ- 
ilized countries they are said to be much 
better than in the United States. 

Dresden and Berlin are erecting what 
are to be model buildings of this kind 
and which will provide not only for all 
the existing archives but also for the pa- 
pers that will accumulate in the next

Dr. Ayres has examined 2000 business 
and personal letters and tabulated words 
actually used in them. Thus of the 414 


words on the National Education Associa- 
tion’s spelling lists used in the Cleveland 
tests of 1908, 289 never once appear in 
any of the 2000 letters, showing, ac- 
cording to Dr. Ayres, “that useful spell- 
ing liste can not be compiled by sitting 
at the desk and deciding which words 
people ought to know how to spell.” 

An astonishing poverty of vocabulary 
was revealed by the investigation, says 
Dr. Ayres. Only 2001 separate words 
were discovered in the 24,000 tabulated, 
and 751 of these appeared but once. In 
fact, 43 words occurred so frequently as 


United States! 


2 common words constituted seven- 
eighths of the aggregate. 

“How limited this number is,” says Dr. 
Ayres, “becomes most apparent when it 
is considered that the ordinary desk die- 
tionary contains from 40,000 to 60,000 
separate words, while small pocket die- 
tionaries contain from 25,000 to 40,000.” 
He points out that the average American 
does not even begin to make use of the 
words he learns in the elementary grades 
in school, for the elementary school spell- 
ing books contain from 10,000 to 15,000 
separate words. The explanation is, he 
thinks, that the pupils temporarily mas- 
ter for spelling purposes thousands of 
words which they forget as soonas they 
pass out of the elementary grades; and 
he proposes an extended investigation to 
determine just what words are most 
needed for ordinary use, to the end that 
a fundamental list may be taught so 
thoroughly as never to be forgotten.

item in question comes before the com- 
mittee for final decision, which will be 
in a short time. It is believed that if 
the bill should contain such an item, 
both houses of Congress would approve 
it.

The latter part of January pledges were 
circulated among the best-known wo 
of the city, and freely signed, to the ef- 
fect that they would not in the future 
wear hats containing the plumes of the 
two birds named. Mrs. M. Fairfield Os. 
born, wife of the, president of the Amer- 
ican Museum of Natural History, signed 
the first pledge at the meeting of a club 
to which she- belongs. 

Since that time it is said that hun- 
dreds of prominent New York women 
have signed this pledge, and it is quite 
certain that if the next Congress should 
prohibit the importation of bird plu- 
mage the crusade for signatures to the 
pledge will be circulated in all of the 
larger American cities, from Boston to 
San Francisco. It is believed that if as 
many as 500 women of more or less 
prominence would sign this pledge in 
each of the larger cities, there would not 
long be an American market for the plu- 
mage of the bird of paradise and the 
aigret. 

Under the direction of Dr. Hornaday — 
the ways and means committee is almost 
daily hearing from people in various 
parts of the country asking for legisla- 
tion prohibiting the importation of bird 
plumage generally, and indorsing the 
provisions of the McLean bird bill, which 
several weeks ago went through the 
Senate. 

A personal letter recently received in 
this country from the secretary of the 
Wild Life Preservation Society of Aus- 
tralia tells what has been accomplished 
in that co@ntry in the direction re- 
ferred to: 

“In March, 1911, the Governor-General 
of Australia issfféd a proclamation at 
the instance of the minister for trade 
and customs, prohibiting the importa- 
tion and exportation of certain plu- 
mage, including that of the heron, birds 
of paradise, goura pigeons and various 
other birds. As, however, no apprecia- 
ble diminution was noticeable in the 
number of fancy feathers, more especial- 
ly of ospreys, worn and exhibited for 
sale, complaint was made to the minis- 
ter for trade and customs by the Wild 
Life Preservation Society of Australia, 
with the result that the law has since 
been rigidly enforced, and large quanti- 
ties of plumage, especially ospreys, have 
been refused delivery by the importers, 
while seizures also have been made from 
some of the warehouses in Melbourne of 
plumage which there was evidence to 
show had been imported since the date 
of the prohibitory proclamation. The 
goods have not been destroyed, but the 
importers have been compelled to return 
them to the saippers, principally in Lon- 
don and Paris. This means that the 
Australian market is now closed to such 


goods.”

This estimated deficit has primarily 
nothing to do with the operating con- 
tracts with the city and does not in 
any way affect their validity. The earn- 
ings in the three-year period will be 
sufficient to take care of interest on the 
$170,000,000 bonds to be issued by the 
operating company. But to provide in- 
terest and sinking’ fund for the Interbo- 
rough-Metropolitan 4%½/ per cent collat- | 
eral trust bonds, it is necessary that the 
Interborough Rapid Transit Company 
pay at least 10 per cent dividends, and 
for this reason this dividend rate ix re- 
garded by officials of the company almost 
as a fixed charge, and the above esti- 
mated deficit consequently figured 
after payment of the I0 per cent divi- 
dend rate by Interborough Rapid Transit 
Company.’ Of course the fixity of this 
rate nas no place in the contracts be- 
tween city and company. 

The deficit as estimated principally 
affects the relations between Interborough 
Rapid Transit and Interborough-Metro- 
politan, and not the relations be ‘tween the | 
Interborough Rapid Transit and the city, 
although under the terms of the con- 
tracts deficits, as incurred, are cumula 
tive, and must be made up when earnings 
of the subways. warrant. By this pro— 
vision the deficit expected in the first 
three years will eventually be paid up as 
earnings increase. 


Knowing that in the first three years 
of operations it will be necessary to 
rely upon accumulated surplus to take 
care of the full dividends of 10 per cent, 
it will behoove the Interborough Rapid | 
Transit Company to keep its undivided , 
profit surplus on a very substantial | 
basis. The company has four years, in- 
cluding the present one, before the sub- 
way contracts become operative.

Muir as the most unaspiring, content 
and fruitful of conifers. It keeps near

THERE is no more graphic account of a 
Mexican revolution than that famous one 
by Madame Calderon de la Barca, and in read- 
ing over again those daily notes picturing 
the cuartelazo of July, 1840, when Urrea 
and Gomez Farias took the palace and Pres:- 
dent Bustamante shut himself up in the cita- 
del—the reverse of what happened the other 
day and yet the same thing—one is impelled 
to ask just one question: Is it possible with 
such an extraordinary coincidence of externals—an almost automatic 
repetition of even minute details after an interval of seventy-three 
years—that Mexico can have advanced, that it has anything to show 
today in its public life for the heroic labors of Benito Juarez, the 
lawyer, and of Porfirio Diaz, the soldier? 

The answer is that Madero’s fall is not the wretched ending 
oi a dreamer’s career, not the appalling failure of. democratic ex- 
periments, that it-appears at the close range from the citadel to the 
national palace of Mexico City. Don Pancho Madero's fall is the 
dropping of the seed. What the seed will bring forth no man can 
tell, for the soil that has received it is that teeming Indian world 
which no white man ever fathomed, least of all those who have 
dwelt on its uppermost strata since the fall of Montezuma. Bu: 
we know what the seed was, that was buried in a ground tilled with 
the most ruthless of tools ever invented. It was the coming forward 
of a civilian to interrupt the rule of the soldier (what Francisco 
Madero did was essentially to hark back to Benito Juarez, the civic 
founder of the Mexican republic) and more; it was the first asser- 
tion of an entirely new thing in the Mexico of Spanish speech, 
namely, a middle class. The essential, not yet, perhaps, of a selt- 
governing but at least of a governable entity, is unquestionably 
there. It was not Madero who asserted this middle class. It was 
the middle class that produced Madero and his work. 

Mexico can never be the same again, after Madero. It does not 
waiter what happens tomorrow; it is of no importance whether the 
triumvirate, Huerta, Diaz and Blanquet, shall hold together, fight, or 
all go down; even intervention is not of moment compared with the 
great event, the turning point in Mexican history, which is the rise 
of a middle class. It is the middle class alone that can make a natien 
of Mexico by welding its many ethnic stocks together, no matter 
under what kind of a government. It is the lasting merit of Porfirio 
Diaz that the middle class could grow and produce Francisco Madero.

OBEDIENT to a wizardry that veteran poli— 
ticians find difficult to explain, the New Jer- 
sey Legislature has passed the seyen bills, 
which Governor Wilson recently recom- 
mended, altering laws of corporation con- 
trol. ‘The opposition has been more or less 
perfunctory, and the Governor will close his 
administration with a coup that may well 
induce study by federal lawmakers and by 
political leaders whose-business or hope it 
may be to act harmoniously with the new President. As far as can 
be discerned at long range, Trenton of late has had an executive 
relying, more than most men of his time, on the art of conference 
with friends and critics for gaining an understanding. In the give 
and take of rational debate, not always public but never secret, some- 
times carried on in the Governor's room, sometimes in the party 
caucus and sometimes on the hustings, the impression has been 
created that a truth-seeking, truth-telling investigator of social con- 
ditions and of legal and political institutions has been at the helm. 
Consequently it has become difficult to thwart his plans when he 
has finally announced them. 

Normally an isolated, uncommunicative and independent man, 
Mr. Wilson, because of this, is all the more effective when he mixes 
with men, when with candor he calls things by their right names, 
and when apparently by sheer capacity of logical deduction from 
facts gathered from all sources and from convictions cherished by 
a variety of persons he is able to detine a fair policy for .meeting 
democracy's needs and present ideals. Only by such a method, per- 
haps, in a center of politics leagued since the civil war with unsocial 
corporate influences, could he have his record what it is. The Tren- 
ton chapter of Mr. Wilson’s career has been a preparation for the 
larger task such as he would have lacked had he been chosen to go 
direct from Princeton to Washington. It is doubtful whether Mr. 
Bryan would have cast his influence for him at the Baltimore con- 
vention had evidence been lacking as to the ability of the thinker 
and closet-philosopher to handle men and to meet concrete political 
situations. This he does in a way radically different from his imme- 
diate predecessors in the presidency. 

It will take time for the party he leads and the nation he is to 
guide to get adjusted to new methods and points of view. But the 
new President will leave no man, no faction and no section long 
unaware of his precise views and policy. Time, place and manner 
of procedure he will decide. If, as intimated, he is to live in the 
White House and do much of his official business in the recentlv 
seldom-used President’s room at the Capitol, then Washington and 
the country are to watch an interesting experiment in “direct action” 
by the executive in behalf of personal policies and party program. 


PRESIDENT-ELECT WILSON will notice more and more as the 
time goes on that the tariff question is shoes in one part of the coun- 
try, hats in another, wool in another, cotton in another, and so on. 
At least, friendly callers will make this clear to him. 
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WHEN the United States took title to the 
Philippines it unconsciously entered upon a 
new stage of national history with respect to 
religion. Exigencies of the situation that 
made Washington responsible for political 
control at Manila and throughout the archi- 
pelago likewise resulted in the unprecedented 
direct relations with the Vatican, and one of 
Mr. Taft’s unique experiences in public life 
was as a special plenipotentiary to deal with 
astute agents of the papacy. Parenthetically, it may be remarked, 
that the investigator who first writes the history of this and other 
similar chapters in the national chronicle in the administrations ot 
Presidents Roosevelt and Taft will not lack for readers who now 
know just enough about the negotiations at Rome to want to know 
more. 

American occupation of the Philippines also for the first time 
brought the nation directly in touch with Mohammedanism. and 
forced upon insular governing officials precisely those same problems 
ot administrative opportunism to which British colonial officials long 
since met and adjusted imperial policy. The Monitor has had the 
privilege of commenting upon the practical results that have followed 
American handling of the Moro chiefs and people of the southern 
islands. The record in that matter is one of mingled common sense 
and justice, suppression of tribal strife-and hatred and creation of 
relations of amity between Christians, Mohammedans and pagans. 
The country may well be proud of such work. 
has gone along with education in ideals of tolerance and fraternity. 
For Spanish and Roman propaganda by force, there has been substi- 
tuted American fair play and liberty of conscience and recognition of 
the rights of those who are followers of Mohammedanism. Pater- 
nalism seems to have been brought as near fraternalism as is prudent 
at this stage of the experiment. : 

Fully empowered by the Moro Mohammedans to testify to their 
satisfaction with American rule, and also designated as special am- 
bassador from the United States, Maj. J. P. Finley, U. S. X., has 
just set forth for Constantinople, to negotiate with the titular head 
of Islam for orders by him that will contribute to additional har- 
mony in the islands between Islam and American officials. The 
ambassador has to his credit an administrative record as Governor 
of the Moros which seems bound to make his diplomacy effective 
if what he asks is at all in harmony with Islam's desires.

He 
sketched the changed conditions that have 
been brought about by industrial development 
of New England and by the growth of the 
country outside of it, but he came to the transportation situation as 
the one of keenest interest. It is in regard to the railroads that his 
observations are of particular value at this moment. 

New England one great terminal. This is the picture he draws, 
and by it he argues the practical value of united action within this 
section for transportation development. Boston and New England, 
he feels, are to be treated as a unit, with interests entirely in com- 
mon, a point of view that dispdses of all question as to the consolida- 
tion of the railroads. The unification of the railroads is near enough 
to completion to be taken as an accomplished fact, but public officials 
and unofficial disputants who continue the agitation for separation 
of the lines may gather a hint from Mr. Vail’s treatment of it. The 
ralue of the railroad to an actual development of the region is 
ummed up concisely in this paragraph from his speech:

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Every fraction taken off the cost, every minute taken off the time 
of getting freight through New England counts toward the development 
of a greater New England. Every convenience which will enable a pas- 
senger to get directly through or into New England without the uncer- 
tainties of junction points, dread of delays, missing connections, enforced 
“layovers,” would develop traffic and would make of every traveler an 


advocate and advertiser of greater New England. 


The head of the telephone company which controls about half 
the service of the country and is itself a subject for public regulation 
speaks with some authority on the problem of supervision. It 
highly significant that from this sort of man there comes nowadays 
the strongest advocacy of state oversight of the greatest efficiency. It 
was not always so. On the word of Mr. Vail, the need is for a 
control which is broad and inclusive. This trained executive declares 
that not multiplied and intricate rules to be laid down for the rail- 
roads but “a few simple, plain, understandable laws, rigidly and 
impartially enforced by equitable, unbiased and unprejudiced author- 
ity, and the holding of every person to a strict accountability” con- 
stitute the true policy of the state, or of the states if the New Eng- 
land group will act together. 

Contributions to, the public discussion of the transportation prob- 
lems of the kind Mr. Vail has given should help to clarify public

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Hotels 


[x THESE days of such useful organizations 
as housewives’ leagues one is led to wonder 
if it would not mean much to society if, by 
combination of resources, they would employ 
as lecturer-teachers men and women having 
to do with the culinary departments of large 
and well-conducted hotels. Recently in 
this newspaper, and on another page, was 
quoted an article from the Delineator that 
touched upon this very point. Full recogni- 
tion was given to home cooking, but it was held to be a fact that the 
large hotels had learned many things about the handling and prep- 
aration of food which it would be well for the ordinary housekeeper 
to know. , 

Some of the great hotels of. the United States now permit their 
guests, under certain conditions, to visit their store rooms, their pan- 
tries and their kitchens. The visitation usually takes place by 
arrangement with the steward. But in such circumstances the expe- 
rience is little more than a pleasing diversion. It is like visiting any 
other busy workshop. One’s guide may be attentive and intelligent, 
and one may come away with excellent impressions, but it is found 
to be difficult by the average person to grasp the details of the picture

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in a necessarily hurried survey. To get at the information that may 
be put to use, it is necessary to come into close contact with one or 
more of those who hold the reins of the industry in hand. 

The culinary departments of the great hotels should be brought 
to the housewives. Invention has made this possible. Motion pie 
tures will reproduce every detail. If, with the motion pictures, the 
women's organizations may be privileged to listen to talks from hotel 
managers, chefs, stewards, or competent assistants, then will be 
opened, to the housewives, schools of housekeeping from which they 
may draw an almost unlimited supply of practical information. | 

The first-class modern hotel stands for the highest advancement 
in housekeeping. It is housekeeping on a business basis. It is 
housekeeping reduced to an art. The hotelkeeper has to solve pre- 
cisely the same problems that confront the small private housekeeper. 
There is the sante problem of buying, the same problem of economiz- 
ing, the same problem of help, the same problem of waste, and wear 
and tear, the same problem of making ends meet. Whatever difference 
exists is relative. The hotel scale is larger; the private home scale is 
smaller, but the manner in which the hotel man solves his problems 
should have direct interest for the small housekeeper, for there can 
be no economy in the one case that cannot be applied in the other.

Out of this comes nat- 
urally the intimation that forthwith there must be a “model con- 
tract,“ with explicit definition of all the various kinds of “rights” 
that now are involved in creative production and publication and 
use of thought-products in a variety of forms, from motion pictures 
up. Nor is it surprising that murmurs long subdued should now 
become clamant against a royalty system of payment that provides 
no sufficient publicity as to sales and accounts. As for the ethics 
of magazine editors’ dealing with manuseripts, here also there seems 
to be need of clarification of the code, both as to the length of time 
a manuscript may be held and scale of payment.

is the fact that they have accepted it. From 
the beginning they have been in the wrong, 
and consequently at a disadvantage, in refus- 
ing to recognize and comply with the law. 
The railroads should have learned by this time that whether they 
like the law or not they are not above it. It may be defective—it 
probably is—but it is not within the province of the railroads to 
revise it, and it is the height of folly for them to ignore it or to 
attempt to set it at defiance. 

The Erdman law is the law, and that is its great advantage. It 
was intended by its framer and by its supporters not only to promote 
the ends of justice, which this and other countries have discovered 
to be one thing, but to promote them expeditiously, which they have 
found to be another thing. There have been many laws for the 
ostensible settlement of misunderstandings between employers and 
employees, but most of them have been ineffectual, and those that 
have promised satisfactory results have put those results too far in 
the future. The Erdman act makes it imperative that quick action 
shall be taken. The two arbitrators have five days in which to select 
a third. In case they fail to act within that time, one may be 
appointed by Judge Knapp of the commerce court and Acting United 
States Labor Commissioner Hanger. The hearings of the board of 
arbitration must begin within ten days, and its award must be ren- 
dered within thirtv davs after the complete formation of the board. 
There is none of the old-time procrastination here, and it is difficult 
to see why the railroads are not likely to benefit as much from this 


as the men. 
The railroads warn the public of serious consequences likely to 
result from the precedent established, and they conclude a statement 
The whole question is now 
in the hands of the government and the people. They have taken 
it out of the hands of the railroad managers at a time when the latter 
hoped to make a stand for the public good.” We may not fully 
appreciate this statement, but we cannot feel that public good would 
have resulted from any adherence by the railroads to a policy that 
would have inevitably precipitated a disastrous strike. For once, 
at least, a great labor difficulty in the United States is to be arbi- 
trated first rather than afterward. Always there has been arbitra- 
tion in the end, and at tremendous cost; now there is to be arbitra- 
tion at the beginning, and the railroads are to be congratulated on 
this as warmly as the firemen. 
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
